So far 
all the plans have eliminated south and west 
and north and west side routing. The divi- 
sion of revenue in another important item 
that will require much figuring. 

The matter of tranefers also will be m- 
tricate. At present the L heads are thought 


td be willing to consider transfers within a 


sort of outer loop—Eighteenth street on the 
south side, Center avenue on the west, and 
Chicago avenue or Division street on the 
north. On the other hand, some arrangement 
whereby through transfers can be given is 
advocated. Through routing for but six days 
a week, dropping Sunday, is another sug- 
gestion by the companies. 
Side Doors to Be Discussed.

Drags Through Entire Day with 
Questions Based on Dry

Washington, D. C., Feb. 18. Tue Ballin- 
ger-Pinchot inquiry dragged wearily along 
through two sessions today without any of 
the striking incidents or features that 
marked the interesting sessions yesterday. 
Louis R. Glavis, continuing on the stand 
under ¢rose-examination by John J. ver- 
trees, attorney for Secretary Ballinger, an- 
gered the e lawyer by his adroit- 
ness. 

Mr. Vertreee examined the witness almost 
wholly upon the documentary evidence, and 
it was necessary to read much of this anew 
in order that he might frame his questions 
properly. This required much time and 

made the proceedings decidedly dull. 

Mr. Giavis continued his tactics of yester- 
day of always couplitig his answers with 
long explanations. Counsel for Mr. Bailin- 
ger protested once against this discurstve- 
ness of the witness, but Giavis appealed to 
the committee and it was decided that he 
could make his explanations however he de- 
sired, whether they were relevant or not. 


Glavis Annoys Mr. Vertrees. 


Glavis fences with the attorneys skillfully 
and apparently is a match fer all of them. 
He parries their questions, and when Giréct- 
ed to answer Tes or No“ he ways 
stands upon the right that has been accorded 
him’ to follow this up with an ‘explanation 
which may run on for flve minutes or more 
and in the course of which he usually takes 
advantage of the opportunity’to say that 
he was thus convinced “ that Mr. Ballinger is 
unfit for the office he hoide, is unfaithful te 
his trust. and not loyal to the interests of the 
people.“ 

Members of the committee, among whom 
are many well known lawyers, declare that 
rarely in their experience have they seen 
a more clever witness than Glavis. During 
most of the time the dismissed field agent 
is answering or arguing with Mr. Vertrees 
his own counsel, Mr. Brandeis, sits by with 
a broad grin on his face, apparently confi- 
dent that his witness needs no assistance 
from him.

So defining the term allen as to leave 
no doubt thet it includes all persons not 
citizens; extending the contract labor rro- 
visions to forbid and penalize the induce- 
ment of immigration by false as well as gen- 
uine promises of employment, penalizing an 
attempt to import foreign laborers, and per- 
mitting the importation of alien skilled la- 
borers if labor of Uke kind unemployed can- 
not be found here if the consent of the sec- 
retary of commerce and labor is obtained in 
advance; increasing the fine against steam- 
ship companies for taking om board danger- 
ously diseased aliens from 6100 to $200. 

Mr. Keefe suggeste that all male aliens be- 
tween 16 and 50 be required to pass a physical 
examination equal to that observed for army 
recrulte. 


Describes “White Slave” Traffic. 

Touching the white slave“ traffic the 
report sete out that a “special investigation 
conducted troughout the country and the 
general experience of the year, make it 
apparent that an enormous business is done 
in importing and distributing foreign women 
for immoral purposes. The federal officers 
have not discovered positive evidence of the 
existence of a syndicate; but there are in 
several cities. clubs and headquarters where 
they congregate.”

While the agreement with Germany is the 
outcome of the Franco-Canad trade 
treaty, the fatherland has not go admitted 
to the privileges: permitted by France and 
other favored nations. 


On Same Footing as the UV. 8. 

The agreement signed today¢places Ger- 
many upon the same footing in Canadian 
markets as is enjoyed by me United States 
and gives no special concessions not enjoyed 
by American products in these markets. 

The next step, as admitted by members of 
the government, will be toward a trade treaty 
with Germany upon lines similar to the 
Franco-Canadien treaty. This will not come 
at once, but the Canadian government expects 
it to follow. 

The Canadian surtax, which has been ap- 
plied to German imports, amounts to one- 
third of the duty, and the removal of this 
penalty will make a great change in German 
trade with the dominion. . 

The German negotiations with Canada 
have been carried on concurrently with the 
negotiations with the United States and em- 
phasize the desire of the Germans to improve 
trade relations with the western hemisphere. 

The effect of the German-Canadian agree- 
ment, av’though it gives Germany no 
advantage in rates over the United States, 
must be felt immediately by the latter. 


Germany's Original Contention. 

The original contention of Germany was 
that it should have the same tariff as Eng- 
land in British colonies.

Packers’ Afraid to Predict: wis Is 
Coming Next, ai

Packers at the stockyards paid more money 
for hogs yesterday than on any day since the 
civil war, the average cost being $9.11. The 
previous record day since 1865 was Monday, 
when the average price was $9.06, 

Monday’s extreme price of 50.27 was not 
reached yesterday, but this was discounted 
by more numerous sales at $9.25, and by the 
fact that sales were not made at the low 
prices in force early Monday morning before 
the big upturn in values had dev 

Days when the average cost shows a gain 
over preceding ones while the extreme high 
prices are lower are not infrequent, and the 
packer#’ assertion that they were paying 
more for supplies than they bad in forty-five 
years was proved correct in spite of the fect 
that there have been more recent days when 
sales of hogs were made at an extreme price 
of $9.50, or 25 cents higher than the best fig- 
ure reached yesterday. 


Comparison with Other Years. 
Most of the hogs on yesterday's market 


‘010 from $9.05 to 89.18, while mixed packing 


grades sold at $8.90 and $0.05, and the. gen- 
eral range for common light to choice heavy 
hogs was $8.90 to $9.25. In 1882 selected hogs 


sold at Chicago at $6.35, or 10 cents higher 


than was paid for the same grade yesterday. 
However, the best figure reached by mixed 
packing hogs in that year was $8.00, or 30 to 
45 cents lower. 

In May of 1870, when cattle were selling at 
unprecedented prices, hogs sold within a 
range of from $8.85- to $9.35, topping at 10 


cents higher than the most recent figures, but | 


showing an extreme range of $1, while all of 
yesterday’s hogs cleared within a range of 
35 cents, the inside figure standing at 55 
cents higher than in 1870. In 1860 hogs 
reached $9.50, but sales were made at $8.50 
for ight hogs. 


Packers Went Out of Business. 


Files of THE Trisunp for 1865, the only 
records of Chicago live stock prices of that 
period available, show that in that year sales 
of hogs were. made at $12.75, with $10 as the 
lowest price. The report also states that 
packing plants were going out of business 
on account of the high prices and the scarcity 
of money, and that only a few packers, those 
who had contracts to fill, were buying hogs 
at the prices. These figures did not endure 
long, a8 prices were down to $6 and §7 in 
1866. 

When the present rise of values will be 
checked and how high prices will reach 
before any permanent downward movement 
can be started are questions which best 
posted traders find difficult to answer. The 
feeling, however, is strong that the end of 
the upturn is not yet in sight, and it is be- 
Heved that no permanent relief from the 
shortage of hogs will be felt before the latter 


part of 1911.

He told of the old methods of transporting 
goods from the east to California by way 
of Panama and Cape Horn, and said the 
shippers became so wedded to these routes 
that when the railroads came to compete 
for trade they had to-evolve a contract 
system by which merchants who guaran- 


year got advantageous rates. This system, 
which within a year secured for. the rail 
roads a big proportion of the traffic, remained 
in force until 1883 or 1884, and became the 
basis for the common published rates which 
were then substituted. cea 


Asiatic Business for Union Pacific. 

Mr. Stubbs admitted on dross examination 
that the Union Pacific beld stock ‘ownership 
of the Oregon Short line, which gave the for- 
mer road a direct line from the Missouri river 
to Portland.

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‘Annexation to ende and the adoption ot 
a city form of government were discussed 
last night at a meeting of the Tenth Precinct 
Improvement club of Oak Park at the engine 
house, Lombard avenue and Lake street. 

Ross C. Hall, a Chicago attorney and regi- 
dent of the suburb, branded Oak Park’s gov- 
ernment unconstitutional: He was support- 
ed in this statement by Attorney Frederick 
A. Rowe, who said in addition that the peo- 
ple were at fault because they did not appear 
at the polls, citing a recent schoo! election, 
where only 28 votes out of a total of more 
than 20,00 voters were cast. 

The village government, according to Mr. 
Hall, is unconstitutional and illegal for two 
reasons, 


Cites Reasons for Mlegality. | 
First, he asserted, unorganiged territory 
taken from a township, if it be in a city, must 
be coextensive with the city. The territory 
of Oak Park formerly was a part of Cicero 
township, but about seven years ago became 


said that Berwyn had been compelled a year 
ago to organize under a city form of govern- 
ment for the same reason. His contention, 
he said, was recently upheld in a decision by 
Judge Holdom. 9 

The second reason given was that the 
law provides that a village may be organ- 
ized out of territory not to exceed two square 
miles in extent. Oak Park has four and a 
half square miles. It cannot, therefore, be 
a village, he declared. 

For these reasons, said Mr. Hall. the 
government of Oak Park is illegal and a 
change of some kind is necessary. We must 
become @ city or be annexed to Chicago. If 
the people learn that the government is ille- 
gal they will resort to all kinds of excuses 
to avoid paying the high taxes. I favor city 
government. 


Commission Form Is Suggested. 

Charles H. Bich spoke in favor of commis- 
sion government or annexation. 

“I do not care which we have,” he said, 
“ but we should have one or the other. Our 
gas, water, and electric light bills and our 
taxes now are out of all reasor. 

We have a government adequate for 
5.000 persons which we are trying to fit to 
20,000.
